Among the wax 
groups there are many new attrac- 
tions. One new grotip shows the 
interior of a saloon and Mrs. Nation, 
destroying the saloon. The wax 
figure respresenting her has been 
most carefully made. As an extra 
Lenten attraction, the Passion Play 
as reproduction at Ol>eiammerirna 
is shown at the Iduaee with \a lec- 
ture, music and other accessories. 
One hour is occupied in the re- 
production and the scene is most 
impressive. The Pa-sion Play is 
reproduced each afteruoon and 
evening.

There need be no coaling stations 
for these hiigo, floating, fighting 
machines, the modern battle ships. 
A fleet can keep at sea as long as 
its provisions last. So, in all pro- 
bability, there will be fewer wars, 
for wars will be more destructive. 

There will be no mure trolley 
lineH, nor trolley cars ; locomotives 
will move almost silently ; steam 
and gas^jline automobiles will be of 
the past. 

Citizens who live in respectable 
poverty will never ayain be in fear 
and trembling lest the gas company 
whose bills they have failed to pay 
may cut off trie gas and leave them 
in uiter darkness. Residences 
and offices will no longer lie light- 
^d by gas, but in eatih Imilding 
there will t)e a j)rivate {xiwer plant 
sufficient t<j give all the liglit neces- 
sary. From this plant, also, all the 
necessary heat will be taken. 
There will be no more last Winter's 
coal bills to hang like millstones 
'round the necks of hous<ikeepers 
The daily housework, too, "will in 
great part, be done by the power 
from the private plants In a 
word, stored electricity will be a 
lamp unto the citizen's feel, a fire 
to warm him, a housemaid unto his 
wife. 

Production will also b«» revolu- 
lionized. Fanners will run their 
plows by electricity. The j)roduce 
will be raided on soil tilled i«y ma- 
chines run by storage batteries 
Stock will be fe<l on the products of 
that same sf)il. The linen shirt a 
man wears will have been trans- 
ported by ele<!tric power from 
tactories, where it was made by 
'•leclric power out of a plant raised 
on land tilled by electric power.

The twentieth century, thanks 
to Kiiison, will be the age of stored 
eleciricity.

One of (lie sadd'st dfsilhs that it 
has ever been our lot to chronicle 
occurred In -ilfivvpott, Ya., last 
Tuesday morning about 3 o'(;loek, 
when Mrs. Kmniu M. Murden, wife 
of iMr. James A. Murden, pi-accfully 
entered inl«) rest. Mrs. Murden 
had been ill for six weeks, first with 
grip, then gastric; fevr-r, and duriiiK 
the I ist three weeks with typhoid 
fever. Her death came as a great 
shock lo all her deaf friends in the 
neiglit)orliood, as they had under- 
stood, she was gradu;illy getting 
better. A rehipse set in, however, 
and death ended her sufferings on 
TiieHibiy morning, F(ibru;iry 19lh. 
Of the funeral, the tollowinir is 
taken from the Newport News 
Daihj PrcHH of the 22d inst: 

"The funeral of Mrs. James A. 
Murden, who dieil at her home. No. 
Ii:j3 Twcniy-sixfh Street, early 
Tuesday morning, took place yester- 
day at noon from the Orcuti 
Avenue Biiptist (.'Imreh, Ihe pastor, 
R"V. MeD;iniel, otrnuating. There 
were many ^or^owing fi lends and

" Mr. McDaniid, in the sennfin, 
spoke feelingly and paid a beauti- 
ful tribute to the deceased.

" Mr. Murden, although deaf, has 
for five j'ears or more acceptably 
filled a responsible position in the 
diagram (trinting <lepartmcnt of the 
ship yiird. He is well Ihonghl of 
l>y the clerks in the office building 
with him They sent him a hand- 
some testimonial of their sympathy 
In his bereavement." 



The former pupils of the Insti- 
tution at Siaunton during the year" 
1882-'90 will rememlier her. She 
won the first "walker's medal," 
offered by the Principal for Ihe 
most graceful walker. besides 
several olh(;r prizes. She was of a 
quiet and cheerful disposition, and 
always ou good brms wilh all Ihe 
pupils. Tho writer remembers her 
parlicniarly well, as it was his 
[ileasure to assist lier off ilie train 
at her home Station at the end of 
the school lerm — he going a few 
miles further on the line before 
reaching his own destination. She 
is survived by her husband and 
fouichildren, the youngest of wlnnn. 
is l)ut three months of ages. Mr. 
Cady Burton {iipp Mi.ss Kalie Pain- 
tei), of Wjishiiigton, I). C . is a 
sister, and Messrs. Joseph A. Paint- 
er, of Elkt HI, ami Cameron Painter, 
of Cedarville, are her deaf brothers, 
besidi's several hearinir brothers 
and sisters.

Mrs. Murden wasunnsinilly bright 
and she pos«"HM(.d a very good busi- 
ness acumen, as is shown by hei 
residence of al)out 'five years in 
Newport N.'ws, sheand her hiisb.ind 
had become possessors of prop''rty 
worth over a Ihousiind dollars. Mr 
Mniden has been emf)Ioyed in the 
diagram printing de[);irtnient of the 
immense ship-buiMiiig plant at fair 
wages, and, consideiing Ihe general 
high prices of living in that hustling 
city, the couple deserve much 
credit for their good management. 

The floral triliiiles lo Ihe de- 
ceased wore very bedutiful, and 
several of them ciime from a dis- 
til nc(\ 'I'he dcfif who attended the 
funer:il were : Misses Jessie (Juinn, 
Lena Phelps, Mr. ELrberl Kaufman, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Ritler.

The funeral had Va^en post- 
poned twice before — first, to await 
tho arrival from Washington of the 
inoUirr and a hearing brother of the 
ileceased, who had missed the 
sleamer for Old Point ; ami the 
second lime, to allow the arriviil of 
Mr. Jose[)h A. PMinler, who had 
arrived as far as Richmond Wed- 
nesday niijrlit on his journey to 
Newport News. The train was la(e 
iind the funeral did not take place 
uniti nearly noon. 

Mrs. Murden, earlier in life, 
toined tho Baptist Church nt her 
home in Warren County. She wns 
bclov<>d by all who knew her — lioHi 
deaf and hearing. H"r little 
chihiien, ho tmon robl>ed of a 
motfier's love and care, have boon 
taken to their grand-pareuls' at 
Cedarville.

Alter a pleasant greeting, she 
stood beside me holding my walk- 
ing stick. Presently she piisluvl 
her ri^dit hand, palm forward, 
toward me, wilh an interrogative 
expression on her face. I under 
stood her loa««k, " Is this yours?" 
and nodded mj hond. She glance"! 
at my feel, shook her head and look 
puzzled, as if hIio whs thinking, 
" Why? H« is not lame." I 
moved my hand over my heart and 
smiled, which slut acce(»ted for an 
expression of preference or plea- 
sure. I carried Ihe slick bacause 
" I liked lo. " After a moment, 
still holding the sthik, she made 
with her forefinger in Ihe palm of 
her left hand a circle as hirue as 
qiKirler-dollar, and with the ques- 
tioning expression pointed tow;ird 
Ihe village.

Barks<lale and said that the bearer, 
a deaf-mute, had come to tht> 
country fron. Liverpia.d, England to 
sell reli;:ious novelties, lie had 
been rohlmd of all his money and 
vnlualiles, the note remarked, and 
he needed $0 50 to cuinpl. te the 
amount necessary for his return to 
Liverpool, and his wife nnd three 
I'hildren. He was a ni'Miiber of the 
Liverpool BapliNt Clmrch, the note 
coiKduded, ind a worthy oliject of 
charily. A line below introduced 
him a.s "James Daniel Thompson, 
Deaf- Mute " 

" The missive was dateil yester- 
day, ami Mr. Cieditt felt that his 
congregation coidd a fToid to sfieed 
on his way the hapless mule. IL' 
took up a cidlection, ond Ihe 
congregation gave tint $(i 50, but 
$10. out of the generosity of it!* 
heart. 

Thompson had written a note 
saying tli.-it he could he identified 
liy a genilen.an w h.i wa.s a j>n"st .•it 
the Aldine, beeause Mr. Crediil 
was too cautions to t»ke his sbrv 
on Ihe faith of the written note, 
which might prove to be a forgery. 
After the Collodion was taken up, 
lie sent Sexton Fas.selt with the 
mule to the hotel, wiih insti uction>. 
to make Miri; the story was true. 
At ihehoiil Ihe jL'entleman happen 
ed to be away from his room, and

" On the way, with much show 
of joy and surprise, the neyro re- 
covereil his speech and announced 
that !te would to use the money to go 
toNcw York, whence he couM sail 
immediately for Britain, Liverpool, 
the Libel ly Bapiist Church, his 
mouruiug wife, and helpless chil- 
dren.
